Horses and Stewards are Sore 


San Mateo, April 21. 
AGERING on the Daily Double may, as some 
claim, be anathema to New York horse fans, 
but to his San Francisco brethren it’s six, two— 
and the way to get even. None but the rashest 
investor tries to pick the winner of the’ second 
race at Bay Meadows nowadays; all he looks for 
is a horse too sore to run, or one that will run 
off with or without his rider, or one with a rider 
almost certain to fall or jump off before they 
leave the post. The stewards excuse horses for 
these and any number of other interesting rea- 
sons, and tickets from the winner of the first 
race to horses so excused from the second are re- 
deemable at cost plus. 

On the first, sixth, twelfth, and fifteenth days 
of the meeting there were double Double payoffs. 
On the seventeenth day there was a triple Double 
payoff from Agnes B., winner of the first race, 
to Be Car, winner of the second; to Major Ebony, 
who ran off; and to Beepoo, who sneezed or some- 
thing and lost its rider. The doubles were $45.60, 
$6.80, and $11.30, respectively. 

Then on the following day, just to take care of 
any customers who might have missed out, the 
stewards excused Roguish Shot because of sore- 
ness and there was another double Double. The 
stewards, feeling that fun is fun but that there 
is a limit even to levity, promptly posted a 
notice threatening fines for any trainer sending 
a sore horse to the post. 


A. E. Silver, who’d rather trade a horse than 
train one, has been at it again. As reported last 
week, Silver sold the South American, *Adrogue, 
to George Stempel. Now he’s sold *Yambo for 
$30,000 to the racing partnership of Joe Bear- 
wald and Clair Wilson, and has closed a deal, 
conditional on a vet’s report, for the sale of *Ol- 
haverry, *Osorono, and *Olavarria to Tom Pep- 
per, prexy of the Western Fruit Growers Ass’n., 
for $90,000 for the three. 


Suspensions Continued 


RAINER Lee Helton, charged with stimulat- 

ing the horse Colleto at Santa Anita on March 
16, and Trainer Roy Selden, under suspension for 
possession of hypodermic needles and an improper 
medicine, were granted hearings by the Califor- 
nia Horse Racing Board on April 18 and found 
out how they stood. Helton’s suspension was ex- 
tended until September 16 and Selden’s to Sep- 
tember 18, when both will be restored to good 
standing. Trainer Ralph Maddox, who has been 
denied a license in California for alleged falsifi- 
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cation of his application, has filed suit in Su- 
perior Court against the C. H. R. B. in an attempt 
to compel it to grant him a license. 


George Stempel, San Francisco sportsman, has 
chartered a Pullman special to the Kentucky 
Derby for horsemen who wish to attend the event. 
The car leaves San Francisco the last Saturday 
in April and returns the day after the Derby. 
Living quarters will be maintained aboard while 
the Pullman is sidetracked in Louisville. 


The treasurer of the Hollywood Turf Club at 
Inglewood has reason to be giddy. That track 
has just been awarded refunds and credits for 
more than $300,000 over-assessments of Federal 
taxes in 1942. 


“The future of racing depends upon keeping it 
clean and honest,” State Senator Ralph Swing is 
quoted by the Examiner Bureau as saying. “Any 
bill that will do that should be welcome.” The 
way, of course, is simple. Senator Swing is chair- 
man of an interim committee on horse racing and 
pari-mutuel betting which hopes to keep racing 
clean and honest by reducing the profits now al- 
lowed California tracks. Just what track profits 
have to do with the moral renaissance is hazy 
to this observer, who isn’t very bright politically, 
but even. I can see that it is a different proposi- 
tion from reducing the State’s profits. And in- 
finitely more popular. 


Pant and Plaster 


HE most pitiful sight at Bay Meadows, where 

heart-rending scenes are commonplace, is wit- 
nessed when the inquiry sign goes on the board 
after a race and the unathletic gentlemen gracing 
stewards’ togas are compelled to clamber down 
from their lofty perches on the grandstand roof 
and trek across to the infield to view the findings 
of the film patrol. The projection room is lo- 
cated behind the tote board and the panting offi- 
cials signified their gentle disapproval of the 
jaunt last week by plastering Apprentice Curtis 
Longa with a $50 fine for a frivolous claim of 
foul. Longa, second on Don Peppino, claimed 
veteran Clyde Turk on the winner, Hasta la Vista, 
had done him wrong, but the officials said 
*tweren’t so. Rider Longa will reason longer be- 
fore he pays another fifty for watching the gen- 
tlemen parade. 


Called from their aerie several days ago to 
rule on a foul claim by Litzenberger, third on 
Radio Joe, against Pariso on the winner, Huckle- 
debuck, they moved both Huckledebuck and the 
second horse, Gold Vince, back a slot to make 


‘ room for Radio Joe on the win end. Jockey Ba- 


laski, who had ridden Gold Vince, hadn’t figured 
it as his party so had gone back to the jock’s 
room to change. He (and Pariso) got five days 
on the ground to reflect on the inadvisability of 
loitering around the scene of a crime. 


This seems to be the open season on jockeys. 
Old Charley Ralls had an awful time getting up 
again after a suspension for a ride aboard Iron 
Heart down south. When he did hit the saddle, 
however, he celebrated by winning the last two 
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Tuesday May 21 through —

Tote Company's License Fee 


HE San Mateo City Council, figuring that 

what’s good enough for New York is good 
enough for them, passed an emergency ordinance 
at the start of this meeting, levying a license fee 
of $100 per day against the American Totaltsator 
Company. That will come to a quiet bite of $4,500 
for the season. Modest action, of course, but 
think about future possibilities. Just what the 
S. M. C. C. has to do with “tote” operation is a 
mystery to one and all, but I’ll bet they’ll be 
awful hard to talk out of their little foot-in-the- 
door. 

Hoss players are taking comfort from the re- 
cent ruling of the Michigan Supreme Court up- 
holding the constitutionality of horse race bet- 
ting. Not because of the ruling itself, but be- 
cause of the language used: “In a horse race the 
winner is not determined by chance .. .” Daily 
Racing Form sales, which had dropped off be- 
cause players could see no sense in looking up 
form on animals which have no form, have spurt- 
ed again. All hands are looking forward eagerly 
to the opening of the California Fair circuit so 
$800 runners can once again be recognized. 

San Francisco cops are making their annual 
futile gesture at wiping out the bookies in the 
interest of Bay Meadows mutuel handle, and one 
of the first they nabbed was Italo Chelini, who 
used to chunk baseballs for the Chicago White 
Sox. I wish Mr. S. Drayton would do something 
to keep them ball players out of horse racing. 
They’re a bad influence. 


Chilean Racer Wins New Owner 


E. SILVER, a good neighbor who has done 
e it before, uncovered another one of those 
Chilean runners the other day in Ramon Jiminez’ 
*Adrogue, by Caliban. *Adrogue, making his 
second start in North America, came from well 
off the pace to run down a nice bunch of horses 
at a mile and one sixteenth. The time of 1:44 is 
quite good for this track. Mr. Silver, never one 
to be coy with a buyer, promptly sold his horse 
to George Stempel for a reported $20,000. How- 
ever, he takes comfort in the fact that he still 
has the white *Olhaverry in his barn, and_ if 
“Adrogue brought that kind of money, *Olhaverry 
will fetch a pretty penny, indeed. The white 
horse has not started yet, his engagement of 
last week having been postponed by the influenza, 
which is all over the stable area. Still, he has 
worked well enough to convince most watchers 
that he’s a pretty fair sort. 


Frank Childs blew in from Florida via Kentucky 
and way stations last week with Abe Hirschberg’s 
newly acquired Occupy. Childs replaces B. R. 
Roberts as trainer of Canina, Black Badge, and 
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the other Hirschberg horses. That Occupy ship- 
ped well enough was evidenced two days later 
when he cantered an easy three-eighths in :39%%. 
This horse may help change several stables’ plans 
for the summer. His races to Armed were enough 
to seare off all but a Turkey Wright. 


California breeders, recognizing a good thing 
when they see it, have nominated 347 2-year-olds 
for the 1946 renewal of the California Breeders 
Champion Stakes, inaugural feature at the next 
Santa Anita Park meeting, and 406 yearlings are 
eligible for the 1947. 


With the advent of trotters and pacers in the 
Southland, and the gradual infiltration of har- 
ness news into the hallowed pages of the Form, 
running horse men are beginning to sit up and 
take notice of this weird recreation. Some of 
the more indolent and big-bottomed of the gentry 
have wondered aloud just how it would be to 
train horses “settin’ down.” They’ll learn. Wait’ll 
they have to cool one out. I did once, before the 
war. That’s what got me fit for the infantry.

Reflections on the Kentucky Derby 


T Louisville Col. Matt Winn and his aides 

were preparing for what they thought might 
be the largest crowd in the history of American 
racing, possibly a hundred thousand. If they 
failed to have such a crowd, they would know 
that it was not the Kentucky Derby’s fault but 
simply the inability of Churchill Downs, Louis- 
ville, and the surrounding countryside to accom- 
modate the people. If there were room at the park 
and shelter for a night, there might be two hun- 
dred thousand. As it was, many thousands who 
had wished to attend the Derby had decided to 
stay by the radio. 

The race was shaping up as an event worthy 
of its fame. There was the handsome Lord Bos- 
well, generally regarded as the most promising 
38-year-old of the season and now further distin- 
guished by an impressive performance in the Blue 
Grass Stakes. There was the unhandsome Knock- 
down, which had the speed of a sprinter and the 
easy-going gait of a stretch-running stayer. There 
was In Earnest, a little fellow with Ben Jones’ 
wand poised over his head. There was Hampden, 
unraced at two, fresh from an impressive six- 
length victory in the Chesapeake Stakes. And 
Assault, winner of the Wood Memorial. There 
was Spy Song, a horse of spectacular speed, if 
he would use it, and if it would last. And there 
were Rippey and Perfect Bahram and Pellicle and 
Dark Jungle—you never could tell. 

From among these, barring the possibility of 
an inconclusive running, the Derby would produce 
a champion, because in America the Kentucky 
Derby winner is the champion until proved other- 
wise. The Churchill Dowags classic is the great 
American race because it typifies the highest vir- 
tues of Thoroughbreds in this country, (a) speed 
and (b) precocity. There is no other great racing 
country where there is such an insistent demand 
for horses to develop their full powers so early in 
life. There is no other country where the princi- 
pal classic for 3-year-olds is run so early in the 
season. The Kentucky Derby at 1% miles is run

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at about the same relative time as the one-mile 
Guineas or Guineas equivalents are decided in 
other places. 

Unquestionably the Kentucky Derby is a great 
race. Unquestionably the great difficulty about 
it is that it has too many imitators—if they may 
be called imitators who have only accepted the 
same standards and, by the accident of racing 
dates, come after the Derby instead of before it. 

With few exceptions, each of the big race tracks 
of the country has its own version, insofar as its 
means and opportunities allow, of the ideal race 
which the Kentucky Derby approximates. Many 
of these tracks have greater resources, actual or 
potential, than the old Louisville course where 
the Derby is run. In their competition for the 
prestige of the Derby they might be more success- 
ful if it were not for the simple fact that the 
Derby comes first on the spring calendar and 
that with it begins the decimation of racing tal- 
ent by bowed tendons, osselets, sore feet, and 
other ills that horseflesh is heir to. 

It is, of course, no reflection on other race 
courses that each of them has a big 3-year-old 
race at nine or ten furlongs or thereabouts. But 
there is a special problem posed by the fact that 
there are now so many big race tracks in Amer- 
ica. We have enough great races for 3-year-olds 
at nine or ten furlongs to do for a dozen racing 
countries. Does there not exist the possibility 
that some of these tracks might distinguish them- 
selves more if they departed from the Kentucky 
Derby pattern and established a new standard? 

For the first 21 years of its existence the Ken- 
tucky Derby was run at a distance of 1% miles. 
Coincident with its reduction to 1% miles it be- 
gan a decline in prestige which continued for al- 
most twenty years. As it regained importance 
it set the standard for the renaseent American 
Turf, and, all of a sudden, it came to be accepted 
that ten furlongs was far enough for a first-class 
horse to prove his stamina. The promoters of 
the Derby, realizing what was happening, at- 
tempted to set up a St. Leger equivalent in the 
Latonia Championship, at 1%4 miles, and this race

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was among the most important tests of 3-year- 
olds for some years, beginning in 1919. But La- 
tonia’s importance declined, and the Champion- 
ship disappeared with the track. 

Only in New York, where the Belmont Stakes is 
run at 1% miles and the Lawrence Realization in 
the fall at 134 miles, has there been a steady ad- 
herence to the belief that it is important to test 
the stamina of 3-year-olds beyond ten furlongs. 
These two races themselves have suffered by rea- 
son of the fact that there is so much competition 
from less exacting contests. 


We do not believe that the day is past when a 
race track can sensibly consider the creation of 


a distinguished new race at distances from 1% 
to 1% miles for second-season performers. On 
the contrary, it is our guess that in this field lies 
the most promising opportunity for successful 
competition with the prestige of the Kentucky 
Derby. 

It is not enough to assume that, because the 
American Turf in recent years has fallen into 
the habit of doing without distance racing, it is 
inevitably committed to such a policy. There 
may be tremendous possibilities in this neglected 
field, and there may be promoters with vision 
enough to see them. We cannot, of course, argue 
that certain success would come from such a ven- 
ture, but there are evidences that the chance is 
worth taking. 

Among these evidences the most noteworthy, 
perhaps, is the fact that nearly everywhere else 
in the world the 1%4-mile and 1%4-mile classics 
are far more important than those at shorter 
distances. Another is the demonstrated partiality 
of the American racing public for long races and 
good stayers. And another, the growing recogni- 
tion, on the part of American breeders, of the 
importance of testing stamina in breeding stock, 
a consideration of high importance in view of 
the probability that great international races soon 
may be testing the stock of North America 
against that of the rest of the world. 

It would take some doing, of course. No pro- 
gram of restoring distance racing to the Amer- 
ican calendar could be undertaken on the spyr 
of the moment or driven to success in one or two 
seasons, or with one or two races. The schedule 
would have to be worked out many months ahead, 
and would require enough collaboration on the 
part of several tracks to assure horsemen that 
it would be worth while to train their charges for 
the longer events.- A few isolated races of 12 
furlongs or more would fail to obtain support if 
beyond them there was only the possibility of re- 
turning to the shorter distances. 

The horse which can stay 12 or 14 furlongs is 
as different from the horse which can stay only 
ten furlongs as the latter is from the one whose 
distance is limited to a mile. But under our pres- 


ent set-up, if a horse fails at ten furlongs and

Arcaro Amends His 
Riding Orders 


And Lord Boswell Looks Very Good 


HERE must have been a, lot of half-empty 

press-boxes last week, for Lexington became 
a gathering place for a rather startling number 
of sports writers, whose points of origin ranged 
from New York to Los Angeles and from Detroit 
to Atlanta. The weather, which is usually un- 
friendly to strangers, stayed bright and decent, 
and since the spring is just at full burgeoning: the 
country couldn’t have looked better. If the vis- 
itors go away with the impression that central 
Kentuckians live exclusively on fried chicken and 
country ham biscuits, and that you are met at 
every doorway by a dark servitor carrying a 
tray of mint juleps it will not surprise anyone, 
because the whole thing was carried on accord- 
ing to the best lines of the movies. The flushing 
of any bit of shrubbery would bring out a colored 
quartet with guitars. Foals were dropping like 
ripe apples. Since every host was a horseman, 
and asked in a boatload or so of friends to help 
entertain, anyone you met at a party could run 
Knockdown’s pedigree back to Matchem and fre- 
quently did. When this tourist spotted Don 
Ameche at Bradley’s on Sunday, it just confirm- 
ed a suspicion that was already present; all the 
sets were from Hollywood. 

The notion here was that the best actor in the 
show was just in the first act, this being Lord 
Boswell in his appearance in the Blue Grass 
Stakes. With the exception of Knockdown and 
Spy Song, this ‘department had seen all of the 
prominent Derby candidates in action, and Lord 
Boswell’s last-minute rush looked more like a 
Derby performance than anything previously re- 
corded. He was away none too well, and he did 
not seem disposed to run for the first seven fur- 
longs, while Plumper ‘and Colony Boy and In 
Earnest were cutting each other’s throats at 
every pole. At the three sixteenths-pole this ob- 


server, noting Lord Boswell’s position, decided - 


he would be lucky to run fourth. 

It was at about this time that Eddie Arcaro 
decided to pass an amendment to his. riding or- 
ders. He had been told, one hears, not to hit 
Lord Boswell with his whip. He repealed this 
clause and added another of his own phrasing. 
Arcaro is not particularly a whip rider, but he 
can swing a pretty good bat when he decides his 
mount isn’t giving out with much, and he went to 
work on Lord Boswell rather briskly. The colt 
virtually ran over the four horses that were in 
front of him, though Pellicle battled gamely to 
the wire. Lord Boswell was certainly a running 
horse atthe finish. If he can do this again the 


idea hereabouts is that he will pick up one $100,- 
000 Kentucky Derby. 
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Of Ben and Max 


T the same time it isn’t a good idea to sell 
Ben Jones and In Earnest too cheaply. The 
colt ran a rather good race, and he seemed to be 
bothered in the upper stretch when Pellicle came 
over as he moved up. It wasn’t much, but it was 
at a very critical stage. Furthermore this tour- 
ist was in Florida when Concordian beat Armed 
as far as you can throw a rock, and then dropped 
seven pounds and ran at him again in the Widen- 
er Handicap. You will recall that he saw Armed 
briefly at the half-mile pole and then lost track 
of him. You will recall also that Pensive and 
Whirlaway were not setting any rivers afire just 
before the Derbys of their year. There is a wide- 
spread and I think thoroughly justified belief that 
Mr. Jones is something more than a neophyte 
with a horse, and it seems evident also that Mr. 
Jones likes to win Derbys, because he has done 
it three times. 

Another culprit who doesn’t always bother ‘to 
have the best horse when he wins a race is Max 
Hirsch. Old gentlemen with long whiskers will 
remember that Brevity had the Derby won sone 
time in February, 1936, so much so that he was 
odds-on favorite in a big field of horses. Jimm'y 
Stout thoughtlessly fell off Granville at the start, 
which just about cinched the matter. But when 
Brevity came to the finish line, six lengths ahead 
of the next horse, he had neglected one highly im- 
portant matter—he hadn’t headed Bold Venture. 
Max Hirsch had engineered that one and he ac-. 
cepted the trophy and 20 to 1 with no visible 
signs of regret. From casual conversations with 
him this spring, the impression grows that he 
would like to do it again. His medium is of) 
course Assault, which after all has won both of 
his two races this year, which is all that Man 0’ 
War could have done. The impression in this 
corner is that the time for the Wood Memorial 
was too slow, despite all the talk of what a stiff 
wind Assault finished into. The wind was stiff, 
all right, but the time wasn’t enough faster than 
that made by second-rate horses under the same 
conditions. 


W hy She Likes Star Pilot 


F there is a dark horse, the speculation here is 

that it is Hampden. As far as his Eastern 
racing goes he has beaten nothing at all very 
soundly twice, and he was stopping badly in the 
Wood. On the other hand that race and his 
empty victory in the Chesapeake may have sea- 
soned him a little. Logically he should run bet- 
ter in the Derby, though this handicapper’s guess 
is that it will not be enough better. 

This is to ignore a persistent rumor that Knock- 
down is a better horse than Lord Boswell. Ac- 
tually, until the Discovery colt gets into action 
there’s nothing to do but ignore it. Still, you 
don’t usually see a stable putting Arcaro on its 
second string. 

Incidentally, Mrs. Elizabeth Graham has ‘one 
of the visiting sports writers gazing dreamily 
into space. He asked her which of her 3-year- 
olds she liked best. “Star Pilot,’ says she. 
“Why?” says he. “Because he’s an orphan,” said’ 
Mrs. Graham.

Grand Slam Twice 
In Succession 


Winton's Point-to-Point Record 


BALTIMORE, Md., April, 30 


OINT-TO-POINT racing has returned to 
-& Maryland and is more popular than ever. De- 
spite the competition of the Chesapeake Stakes 
at Havre de Grace on Saturday, April 26, a crowd 
-estimated as high as 25,000 turned out in the 
Worthington Valley to see the renewal of the 
Maryland Hunt Cup, the four-mile and 21-jump 
climax of the spring season in this sport. 

The thousands who sprawled over the hillsides 
to watch the Maryland Hunt Cup had come back 
to watch an old hero perform. The winner was 
the 12-year-old Winton, son of the Remount stal- 
lion Belli Casus and the Trap Rock mare Rose- 
quartz, which galloped to an easy victory and 
thus completed, for the second time, the triple 
crown of Maryland’s point-to-point racing. In 
1942, as this year, he had won the My Lady’s 
Manor, the Grand National, and the Maryland 
Hunt Cup. 

Winton won the Hunt Cup by eight lengths 
over Miss Betty Bosley’s Count Stefan, ridden 
by her brother John Bosley III. E. Q. MecVitty’s 
Peterski was third, and Arthur I. Meigs’ Milti- 
ades finished fourth after having once refused 
the fifteenth jump. 

Winton was bred by Mrs. Helena S. Raskob at 
Pioneer Point, Centerville, Md., on the Eastern 
Shore, and when the stock there was dispersed in 
1935 the veteran trainer Louis Campbell bought 
him and two other yearlings for a song. Louie 
broke the horse and sold him as a 2-year-old to 
Jervis Spencer, Jr., chairman of the Maryland 
Racing Commission and in his younger days win- 
ner of five renewals of the Hunt Cup. When Mr. 
Spencer died his horses went to a favorite nephew, 
Stuart S. Janney, Jr., whom he had taught the 
difficult art of point-to-point riding. 

After Winton had made a clean sweep of the 
three-mile My Lady’s Manor and Grand National 
and the four-mile Maryland Hunt Cup in 1942, 
Mr. Janney, his owner, trainer, and rider, went 
to the Marines and made a distinguished record 
for himself in the Pacific landings. Janney re- 
turned last fall and took up the training of Win- 
ton, which had been virtually turned out for 
about three and a half years. His feat of making 
the three-race grand slam for the second time was 
unprecedented, and in his victories this year he 
defeated larger and better fields than in 1942. 

In appraising this remarkable feat Marylanders 
took about equal pride in the horse and his owner- 
trainer-rider. Stuart S. Janney, Jr., is a very 
able lawyer as well as an extraordinarily able 
horseman. He represented and pleaded the case 
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for Dallet Byers, which is now before the Su- 
preme Court to decide the constitutionality of 
Rule 146 (d) in Maryland. As a nephew of Jer- 
vis Spencer, Jr., he carries on a tradition of fine 
horsemanship and sportsmanship and sets a high 
standard of excellence for the younger genera- 
tion which is now showing great interest in tim- 
ber racing. 


Annual Meeting and Yearling Show 


HE eighteenth annual meeting and dinner of 
the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association 
will be held in the club house at Pimlico Wednes- 
day night, May 8, after the races. President Jo- 
seph H. Flanagan will preside over a gathering 
of about @ hundred and fifty members and guests, 
The principal speaker will be Col. Fred L. Ham- 
ilton, chief of the Remount Division of the United 
States Army. Directors for the year will be 
elected, and later the directors will select officers. 
The twelfth annual show of Maryland-bred 
yearlings will be held Thursday morning, May 
9, on the club house lawn at Pimlico Race Course. 
The show will begin at 10 a. m. and will include 
four classes, two for colts and two for fillies, 
one class in each group for those sired and foaled 
in Maryland and one for those sired elsewhere 
and foaled in Maryland. 

The classes will be judged by the veteran Pres- 
ton M. Burch, long regarded as one of America’s 
foremost selectors of prospective racing material. 
The horses will be judged on their individuality 
only. Mr. Burch will be supplied with no infor- 
mation other than the date on which the animals 
were foaled. 

Sixty-three entries have been received, repre- 
senting the majority of the Maryland farms and 
almost all the prominent stallions in the State. 
Silver plates, presented by each of the four major 
Maryland tracks, will be given the winners of the 
four classes, and the championship bowl, present- 
ed by the breeders’ association, will be given for 
the best yearling in the show. In addition, $800 
in prize money will be distributed. 


The Mouse Was Right 


HE new biological test for the detection of 

stimulation of horses in races, more common- 
ly called the mouse test, has now gone through 
two meetings, and it appears to be doing all right 
thus far. In the one instance in which it raised 
a question it came through 100 per cent. This 
was in the case of Anthony Francis and the horse 
Goldie’s Sugar, winner of the first race at Bowie 
on April 4. 

After the mouse showed a reaction typical for 
barbitol, the first specimen of saliva was tested 
chemically and returned positive for barbitol. 
Then the trainer took the sample which had been 
turned over to him and had it tested by a chem- 
ist, and another positive reaction was the result. 

The hearing in the case was held April 29, 
and the commission today announced a year’s sus- 
pension for Francis under Rule 146, subsections 
a, b, c, d, e, and f. The purse was redistributed, 
the $1,550 first money going to Hugh Waldrop’s 
Rate Case.

Aldis Lamp Remains Unbeaten 


LONDON, April 21 


HE six most highly weighted 2-year-olds in 
the Free Handicap of 1945 were: 


Gulf Stream (b. ce. by Hyperion—Tideway), 
133 lbs.; Aldis Lamp (ch. c. by Hyperion—Light 
Sentence), 131; Edward Tudor (ch. c. by Hy- 
perion—Mary Tudor), 130; Noelight (b. f. by 
Nearco—Sansonnet), 130; Radiotherapy (ch. ec. 
by Hyperion—Belleva), 130; Khaled, b. c. by Hy- 
perion—Eclair), 129. 

Of these you have had some accounts of Gulf 
Stream and Khaled, both of whom remained un- 
beaten by winning their first respective races as 
3-year-olds. Edward Tudor, of whom classic 
hopes were entertained, has also had his first 
second-season outing; he, however, was beaten, 
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and, in short, appears not to have maintained the 
promise he showed as a juvenile. Radiotherapy, 
at the time of writing, has yet to run. I can nev- 
ertheless give some account now of both Aldis 
Lamp and the filly Neolight. 


Aldis Lamp was saddled yesterday for a little 
race called the Henry the Eighth Stakes at Hurst 
Park, near London. It resulted as follows:

The field was not of much importance, so far as 
may be judged, and it need not be pretended that 
Aldis Lamp had much to do. The chief thing is 
that he won in nice style, although carrying his 
head rather high, and that it was generally agreed 
after the race that he had added to his prospects 
of winning either the Two Thousand Guineas or 
the Derby or both. Such being the case, you may 
be interested to know something of his history. 

He was bred by his owner at the Cliveden Stud 
from Hyperion and Light Sentence, the dam then 
being nine years old. Light Sentence, also Clive- 
den-bred, is by Pharos out of the St. Leger win- 
ner the late Book Law, by Buchan. She was not 
raced, but produced at stud two small winners,

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Probation and Pack Drill. It is not perhaps an 
inspiring record but, on the other hand, there is 
nothing wrong with it, especially when the excel- 
lent record of Book Law is taken into account. 

Aldis Lamp is still unbeaten, having won both 
of his two races as a 2-year-old, in the second of 
which he defeated Edward Tudor. I should per- 
sonally hesitate to regard him as the equal, say, 
of Gulf Stream or of Khaled, but he is a nice colt 
and there is nothing against him. He will prob- 
ably improve with maturity, for he is a nice, free- 
moving sort and there is plenty of him; at pres- 
ent he seems somewhat loosely knit, which is by 
no means a bad sign. 


A Victory for Neolight 


EOLIGHT, rated the best 2-year-old filly, 
won her race very stylishly and will no doubt 
be seized on as favourite, or nearly so, for the 
One Thousand Guineas. The race was run over 
the same seven furlongs over which Aldis Lamp 
won—incidentally, a sharp course with a left-hand 
turn after the first quarter-mile. I do not pro- 
pose to describe the race in detail, except that 
Neolight appeared to finish strongly, after the 
King’s filly, Hypericum, had looked like winning. 
It is my impression that neither of the two is a 
true miler, and I do not anticipate that either of 
them will see the One Thousand through to the 
end. The Rowley Mile takes some getting. 
Neolight is a bay filly by Nearco out of Sanson- 
net (1933), a fast but none-staying mare bred by 
J. A. Dewar from the Derby winner, Sansovino 
and Lady Juror, by Son-in-Law. The next dam 
was Lady Josephine and I suspect that it is this 
fast blood which predominates in Neolight, al- 
though I may be proved wrong. The two first 
classics, by the way, are: Two Thousand Guineas,

the public have been adjusted to meet all purses 
and requirements and programmes are being de- 
signed to attract the best horses; this is a con- 
tinuation of a policy initiated before the war. 


Treasury Coming to America 


HE date, of course, was Easter Saturday and, 

what with the holiday and what with the rec- 
ord fine weather, the crowds turned up in their 
tens of thousands. The King was there with his 
daughter, the Princess Elizabeth—both dressed 
informally, and the King seemed as happy and 
carefree as his subjects—even after his two much- 
expected runners, Hypericum and Rising Light, 
were beaten. Douglas Smith, who rode them both, 
was called up to the Royal box to be presented 
with a gold-mounted whip; presentation took 
place before racing. 

The Rosebery Stakes, the principal event on the 
card, was won by the Lincolnshire Handicap win- 
ner, Langton Abbot. In it the 5-year-old Treas- 
ury finished a good second of nine. A son of 
*Mahmoud and Birth Royal, by Birthright, he 
ran in the colours of Vie Oliver, who I understand, 
has sold him to go to America. Treasury had nine 
races as a juvenile, winning one of them and be- 
ing placed in six more. At three years he had 
seven races but only gained one place. At four, 
last season, he had six races, winning once and 
being placed once. He ran fairly well in the re- 
cent Lincolnshire Handicap and may be regarded 
as being a fair-to-good second-class eight-furlong 
handicapper, probably best suited by sharp 
courses. 

Big fixtures ahead are the Newmarket First 
Spring Meeting (in the course of which there will 
be a one-day Tattersall sale) and Chester (May 
7 to 9). Chester, like Hurst Park, will stage 
its first racing since 1939. It revives, the Chester 
Cup, a two-mile handicap.

Lexington Stud 


In the years that central Kentucky has been 
prominent as a breeding eenter for Thoroughbred 
horses, no one had thought of naming a farm in 
honor of the famous sire Lexington. Ed John- 
stone, who knows advertising as well as he 
knows the horse business, has leased a 140-acre 
bluegrass farm on the Hunterstown road in 
Woodford County, almost within viewing distance 
of Keeneland, named it Lexington Stud. 

Johnstone has moved his own breeding stock 


to the farm, is equipping it to accommodate a 
few boarders as well. 
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TRACKS AND MEETINGS 


Helis, Others Buy Suffolk Stock 


SYNDICATE made up of William Helis, J. 

Arthur Warner, and Thomas and John C. 
Pappas was the high bidder, at $3,600,000, for 
14,991 shares of stock in the Suffolk Downs race 
track, representing 50.27 per cent of the stock of 
the Eastern Racing Association, Inc., owner of 
the track. The auction was held at Boston on 
May 1 by the Aldred Investment Trust, which 
had been ordered by the Federal court to sell the 
stock on the ground that it was not a suitable in- 
vestment. 


Helis owns the former Rancocas Stud in New 
Jersey, and his Rippey won the Derby Trial at 
Churchill Downs on April 30. For the last four 
or five years he has been very active in Thor- 
oughbred breeding and racing. He also is a 
stockholder in the Fair Grounds track at New 
Orleans. When the track was to have been sold 
at auction for subdivision purposes a few years 
ago, he advanced $75,000 to stave off the sale and 
subsequently became associated in the ownership 
of the course, which was placed on a non-profit 
basis. 


The Pappas brothers, wholesale grocers and im- 
porters of Boston, had been mentioned in con- 
nection with the purchase of the track on other 
occasions. Warner, of Greenwich, Conn., is a 
stock broker who is active in New York, Penn- 
sylvania, and New England. 

The track was built in 1935 at a reported cost 
of $2,700,000 by a group headed by Charles F. 
Adams of Boston. One of the unsuccessful bid- 
ders at the stock auction was William P. Kyne, 
general manager of the Bay Meadows track near 
San Francisco, who had been quoted by the Asso- 
ciated Press as saying that he “probably would 
be up in the four millions” when he had made his 
last bid. 


Hollywood Park Stakes Closings 


Entries for the Premiere Handicap, feature of 
the opening-day program at Hollywood Park on 
May 21, close on May 16; the Sequoia Handicap 
of May 23 and the Argonaut Handicap of May 30 
close May 20. Other stakes at Hollywood Park 
close on May 25. They are the Will Rogers Handi- 
cap, Debutante Stakes, Laddie Stakes, Haggin 
Stakes, Lassie Stakes, Hollywood Derby, Starlet 
Stakes, and Hollywood Gold Cup. 


H. B. P. A. Opposes Awards 


About a hundred owners and trainers attending 
a meeting of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Pro- 
tective Association in the Whitman Hotel at Ja- 
maica on the evening of April 29 put themselves 
on record as emphatically opposed to the payment, 
by owners or trainers, of the exercise boys’ and 
grooms’ awards of which the Eastern tracks have 
washed their hands. The meeting approved the 
policy of the tracks and expressed disapproval, 
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of all awards, including those to breeders, train- 
ers, grooms, exercise boys, and blacksmiths. 

The Exercise Riders and Grooms Association, 
which had presented a demand that owners and 
trainers agree to continue the awards left off by 
the tracks, announced that it would consider its 
next move at a meeting on the evening of May 1. 

Frank Kearns, trainer “of the New York di- 
vision of the William Helis stable, was elected 
vice-president of the H. B. P. A., heading the New 
York division. 


Chicago Season Opens 


Racing has moved to Pimlico, Churchill Downs, 
and Sportsman’s Park, bringing new areas in- 
to the scene, and especially the Chicago dis- 
trict, where a long season, full of opportunity, 
lies ahead. April 27, opening day at Sportsman’s, 
brought out a crowd of 20,624 which bet $1,000,- 
589. Pimlico opened on April 29 with 16,157 in 
attendance; the betting was $1,048,102. Churchill 
Downs’ opener attracted an estimated 24,000 spec- 
tators; the betting was $693,523. 

Narragansett Park in Rhode Island averaged 
18,417 spectators during the week of April 22-27, 
and the betting averaged $1,114,309. At Jamaica 
in New York the attendance averaged 31,043, the 
betting $2,579,010. Havre de Grace in Maryland 
closed a 12-day meeting on April 27 with an aver- 
age daily mutuel handle of $1,012,427. It was 
the first Maryland track to average more than 
a million dollars a day in betting. The average 
attendance during the meeting was 12,830. 

Keeneland ended the most prospgrous meeting 
in its short history on April 25. For the 11 days, 
attendance averaged an estimated 8,681, and the 
betting averaged $306,250. 


Any Old Certificates? 


New York tracks now accept entries in races 
only if the certificate of registration has been 
filed with the Jockey Club Identification Depart- 
ment. Nearly everybody approves this policy, 
but it has its difficulties, among them the fact 
that some owners are being deprived of the use 
of their horses because of the lack of certificates. 

Harold O. Vosburgh, registrar of The Jockey 
Club, 250 Park Avenue, New York City, has is- 
sued an appeal for help: 

“We have been endeavoring to have all breed- 
ers, owners, and trainers holding certificates of 
registration for horses which they no longer own, 
return the certificates to this office. This request 
is made to facilitate the acceptance of entries at 
the tracks, and to eliminate scratches due to own- 
ers and trainers not possessing the certificates of 
registration.”

Chieago police have assigned bodyguards to 
Major Ednyfed Williams, chairman of the IIli- 
nois Racing Board; Frank Mandel, a member of 
the board; and James M. Ragen, manager of the 
Midwest News Service, because of threats made 
against their lives. Williams and Mandel re- 
ceived telephoned threats, and Ragen was pur- 
sued to the door of a Chicago police station by 
gunmen whom he described as leftovers from the 
old Capone gang who are trying to take over his 
business. 

“The syndicate wants to take over,” Ragen told 
police. “Last week someone telephoned my wife 
that if I didn’t quit business, I’d be in a coffin.” 

Major Williams was notified by telephone that 
he would be killed if he attended the opening of 
the Sportsman’s Park meeting on April 27. 

John F. Letendre, a stockholder in and one of 
the founders of the Narragansett Park race 
track, was killed in gangster fashion in Woon- 
socket, R. I., about ten days previously.

ROLLING PRESS STABLE 


OE WILLIAMS, sports columnist for the 

Secripps-Howard newspapers, and Bill Bloome, 
the New York World-Telegram’s Turf editor, 
have inveighed once too often against what they 
consider the evils of over-racing 2-year-olds: Al- 
fred Vanderbilt has given them a Thoroughbred 
foal, challenged them to practice their platitudes. 
Now the writing firm of Williams and Bloome 
will become a racing firm as well,.but newspaper 
instinct will largely govern the management of 
the stable—they already have been granted a 
name for the foal, a bay colt by Impound—Flora- 
dora Girl, by Display, but they won’t disclose it 
until after the Louis-Conn fight of June 19. 

“We’re not going to buck against the publicity 
on the Derby, Preakness, Belmont, and the Louis- 
Conn battle,” explains Bloome. ‘“We’d get lost. 
We’re going to release our publicity after all the 
other clamor has subsided.” 

For the last three or four years, hopeful that 
one day they would own a race horse, Williams 
and Bloome had badgered The Jockey Club regis- 
trar to reserve the name they had selected for 
their if-coming Derby candidate, and they prompt- 
ly claimed the name when Vanderbilt gave 
them something to hang it on. 

Ownership of the foal will be syndicated among 
ten or twelve other Scripps-Howard writers, who 
will operate as the Rolling Press Stable. Prog- 
ress of the colt will be reported in the Scripps- 
Howard papers, and an expense account will be 
published. “We want to show people how much 
it costs to race a horse,” says Bloome. “A lot of 
guys think a horse is born full-grown, with a sad- 
dle on its back. Vanderbilt is going to keep the 
foal until weaning time without charge, but he 
will bill us for the board and the stud fee, so the 
entire cost can be figured. We want to show just 
how much it costs to keep a horse alive, not to 
mention other expenses incidental to racing.” 

It is planned to race the horse only three or 
four times at two, then reserve him for 3-year-old 
racing. He will be returned to Vanderbilt after 
his track career is ended. : 

Chief worrier for the syndicate is Bloome, a 
rotund little man who looks like Billy Rose. 
There’s a suspicion on his part that the other 
stockholders think he resembles Georgie South. 
“When they found out I only weigh 117 pounds 
they ordered me to take riding lessons so they 
could save the jockey fees.”

Leading 3-Year-Olds 


RIO DE JANEIRO, April 19 

AST week we saw, both at Gavea and at Ci- 

dade Jardim, the two leading tracks of Bra- 
zil, some of the good “classic” colts and fillies in 
action. Not in the races were also other good 
ones, preparing for the Grande Premio Outono, 
over 1,600 meters, to be presented on April 28 
at Gavea. 

The Classico Seis de Marco, over 1,800 meters, 
was presented at Gavea on April 14 and a field of 
14 3-year-olds and up started. Favorite was Lin- 
neo de Paula Machado Stable’s entry of Grand- 
guignol and Fandango. Grandguignol, a 3-year- 
old colt, made the pace very fast, despite the 
heavy going, and won easily, by several lengths, 
from another “classic” hope, Cerro Alto, a son of 
the St. Leger winner Sandwich. Third came 
Diagonal, a 4-year-old mare, with Tupy, El Mo- 
rocco, Fandango, and eight more back. Time, 
1:5345. Grandguignol is a very beautiful black 
colt, medium-sized, by Trinidad out of Yo te 
Quiero, by Sin Rumbo out of Palmas, by Maboul. 
He won once last year, but was rated twelfth in 
the Brazilian Free Handicap of Odyr do Couto, 
handicapper of the Brazilian Jockey Club. This 
year he was out twice previously, in one race win- 
ning easily, in the other winning in record time. 
His staying ability was doubted, but his perform- 
ance in the Seis de Marco showed he can be a 
strong contestant over middle distances. The fu- 
ture will say if the staying events are within his 
range. 

On the same day, at Cidade Jardim, another 
Linneo de Paula Machado colt, Golden Boy, was 
the favorite for the Classico Candido Egydio de 
Souza Aranha, over one mile. The winner, how- 
ever, was a filly, Coraly, whose two previous out» 
ings were also victories, one of them a stakes. 
Now the best 3-year-old filly at Cidade Jardim, 
Coraly won by one length from Golden Boy, with 
Hilandera third, several lengths back, Enéas 
fourth and Horus last, the time being 1:38%. 
Coraly is a daughter of Caaimbé out of Gallantry. 
She is not an eligible for the “classic” events at 
Gavea, because ,her owners, Predileto Stable, 
didn’t rank her as good as a classic contender. 
Thus she will be out of the great races of her 
age, including the Grande Premio Henrique Posso- 
lo, to be raced on April 21 at Gavea, our One 
Thousand Guineas. Golden Boy, the second to 
Coraly, was shipped to Gavea to compete, as a 
stablemate to Grandguignol, in the Grande Pre- 
mio Outono (Brazilian Two Thousand Guineas). 
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Despite the good race of Grandguignol, Goyo, 
champion colt of 1945, is still the favorite for the 
Outono. He is one of the finest colts ever seen 
in Brazil and appears to be the best of all 3-year-- 
olds now. Grandguignol, Flying Wonder, Golden 
Boy, and Bonitao, among the colts, and perhaps 
Guaratiba, of the fillies, will be his principal op- 
ponents. Another top colt, Bacharel, will return 
only in the Derby (June), while Guaycurt, the 
champion at Cidade Jardim in recent months, is 
out of action with tendon trouble. 


The Juvenile Scene 


N Brazil, at Gavea, was presented, on April 13, 

the first stakes race of that course for juveniles 
in 1946, when the Classico Paul Maugé, for 2- 
year-olds, over 1,000 meters, was offered. Tra- 
ditfonally the first important juvenile race of 
each year in this country, the Paul Maugé had a 
field of 11 fillies and colts, among them all the 
ones which previously had shown class at Gavea. 
The favorite was Garbosa II, whose previous race 
had been a victory in very good time, the second 
choice being the debutant colt Holkar, with an- 
other winner, Araponga II, as third choice. Ara- 
ponga II, a very fast filly, made the pace, with 
Holkar always pressing her, but, one furlong 
from home, Garbosa II, with a terrific rush, took 
the lead and won easily by three-fourths of a 
length, with Araponga II second, one length in 
front of Holkar and the others trailing. Time, 
1:02%5, track sloppy. Garbosa II impressed every- 
body with her rush. In her debut she had done 
the same thing and in the Paul Maugé she start- 
ed badly, was eighth two,furlongs from home 
and won easily. A daughter of Tintoretto out 
of Lolita, by *Ksar, I think Garbosa II will be a 
very good filly when the distances increase. 

In Argentina, the colt Remo, a son of Ipe out 
of Ramera, previously winner of the Clasico 
Guillermo Kemmis, was again the winner in the 
Clasico Santiago Luro, over 1,200 meters, in 
1:11%, beating three other colts. Remo, like

the feeling that he will be beaten when the dis- 
tances increase. It is interesting to note that, 
in Argentine breeding, there are two sires whose 
get are usually good sprinters. Ipe and Master 
Vere always have good stakes winners in the 
early season and these winners usually continue 
as very capable sprinters. 


Good Veteran in Uruguay 


T the Maronas race course, in Montivedéo, 

Uruguay, was presented, on April 14, the 
Clasico Otono, over 1,600 meters, one of the good 
mile stakes of Uruguayan racing. The Otono 
had a field of six, among them the 3-year-old 
Curioso, regarded this year as a great hope and 
whose last previous race had been in the Gran 
Premio Municipal, when the crack Cantaro beat 
him into second place, while another crack, Cas- 
telo, was only fourth. However, Cango, a veteran 
whose previous outing had turned out to be a vic- 
tory in the Clasico Enrique Olivera Calamet, was 
the winner, with Curioso second, Mirasol third, and 
the others in the following order: Aluminio, Lati- 
go and Lord Eduardo. Time, 133645. Cango, a 
good veteran, is a son of Caboclo, sire of the 
famous Romantico, out of Pretty Eyes, by Jolly 
Eyes, herself a very good stakes winner. 

Now that Miron and Castelo have come to Bra- 
zil and Cantaro has been shipped to Argentina 
to compete with the champion veterans there, 
Cango6 is the top horse in Uruguay, with Curioso 
as a strong challenger. As a juvenile in 1944, | 
Cangé was the winner of the Polla de Potrillos 
(Uruguayan Two Thousand Guineas) and one of 
the best colts of his year. 


Across National Boundaries 


S you can see, we have true “international” 

racing in South America, for horses are ship- 
ped from Argentina to Uruguay and Brazil, from 
Uruguay to Argentina and Brazil, ete., to com- 
pete in the most important events. For instance, 
Cantaro is a Uruguayan-bred, Brazilian-owned 
horse, whose races as a juvenile in Uruguay were 
very good. He was then shipped to Brazil, where 
he won three stakes and was beaten in others. Re- 
turned to Uruguay, he was third to Miron and 
Churrinche (which had been sent from Argen- 
tina) in the José Pedro Ramirez, and won the 
Gran Premio Municipal. Now he was shipped to 
Argentina. 

Filon last year won the José Pedro Ramirez in 
Uruguay, after being the winner of the Carlos 
Pellegrini in Argentina. He was then purchased 
by the Brazilian owner José Buarque de Macedo, 
came to Brazil, and won the Grande Premio Bra- 
sil. Then, his owner shipped him to Argentina, 
won for the second time the Carlos Pellegrini, 
and sold him to an Argentine breeder for a high 
sum. 


Ben Omar, one of the best w. f. a. horses now 
in Argentina, is eligible for the 1946 Grande Pre- 
mio Brasil, when he will compete with the cham-

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pion Brazilian, Uruguayan, and Argentine horses 
already in this country. 

Tentative plans are being made for air trans- 
portation of horses. When José Buarque de Mace- 
do sent Filon to Argentina last year he tried to 
ship his horse by air, but no company had a 
plane for horses. Now there is much talk on the 
matter in Rio de Janeiro and Buenos Aires and 
it is possible that some of the airlines will con- 
vert passenger into horse planes. 


Died last week, at the famous Sao José Stud, 
property of the Paula Machado family, the mare 
Tia King, winner of the Brazilian Derby (Grande 
Premio Cruzeiro do Sul) of 1935. Tia King was 
the dam of the good stakes winner Finisterra and 
of three other horses, two of them still unraced. 


On March 14, at Gavea, the mare Flossy easily 
won the special fillies and mares race Tobias 
Nunes Machado. Flossy is a daughter of San- 
tarem, by Novelty, by Kingston, and is one of 
the several top horses and mares of the Paula 
Machado family, the greatest stable of South 
America. The Paula Machado family has now 
more than twenty stakes winners in training at 
Gavea and Cidade Jardim, along with several 
top unraced juveniles and several good horses 
other than stakes winners. 


Several good English horses are now training 
in Brazil for the great events of 1946. Among 
them are Esquire, winner of the 1945 Cambridge- 
shire Handicap, by Solario; Rio Largo, High 
Sheriff (a Hyperion horse), Waterstreet, etc. The 
best of them appear to be Esquire and Rio Largo.

Belmont Stakes Entries Increase 


Entries in the 11 stakes to be run at the Bel- 
mont Park spring meeting were up by 47 per 
cent over last year. The increases range down- 
ward from 58 more nominations received for the 
Juvenile Stakes than in 1945, to seven more sent 
in for the Toboggan Handicap. The entries closed 
April 10. 

The Belmont Park season opens May 6 with 
the $15,000-added Toboggan, for which 29 nom- 
inations have been made. One hundred and six 
nominations were made to the Juvenile Stakes, as 
compared with 48 last year.

Corrections in Classic Histories 


BROOKLYN, N. Y., April 13 

I am writing you in reference to a few errors 
I think you have made regarding the trainers of 
the Triple Crown races in the U. S. 

First, regarding the Kentucky Derby, I believe 
Ansel Williams should be the trainer of Aristides, 
winner in 1875. (Some old-timers tell us that the 
last name of “Uncle Ansel” was really Anderson. 
The old darky was known principally as Uncle 
Ansel, and we have left it at that for this year’s 
tabular history of the Derby.—Ep:) Also the 
Pryor Brothers as trainer of Vagrant (1876), in- 
stead of James Williams, while J. McGinty 
trained Leonatus (1883), instead of R. Colston, 
and the trainer of Joe Cotton (1885) should be 
Abe Perry, not Alex Perry. (John McGinty did 
train Leonatus; Raleigh Colston was his foreman. 
Can you cite reference on Vagrant? Abe Perry 
is correct.) —ED. 

In the Preakness, I think George Barbee, the 
jockey who rode Jacobus to win in 1883, was also 
the trainer, not Alec Taylor, while in 1884 you 
list Walker as trainer of Knight of Ellerslie, but 
the name should be Walker Thompson, who was 
head stableman for the actual trainer, Thomas 
Doswell, who trained Capt. R. J. Hancock’s horses 
in return for certain privileges given him by Cap- 
tain Hancock, as your own writer, Joe Palmer, 
mentioned in his article on March 20, 1943, in 
THE BLoop-HORSE. 

Also, John Rogers is the trainer of Buddhist, 
instead of R. Tucker, who trained for S. S. Brown 
at a later date. 

Regarding the Belmont Stakes—the race run in 
1876, won by Doswell and Cammack’s Algerine— 
the colt was trained by Thomas Doswell, who 
after breeding the colt had sold him to Mr. Cam- 
mack, who retained Mr. Doswell as trainer; you 
list G. Walker, but this is again Walker Thomp- 
son, Mr. Doswell’s head stableman. 

In 1884 you list W. Rollins as trainer of Pan- 
ique, but the trainer was James Rowe, giving him 
a total of eight winners in the race. In,1884 Mr. 
Rollins was trainer for E. J. McElmeel, whose 
horse General Monroe won the first Suburban 
Handicap, in 1884. Claypool, the trainer of Ty- 
rant (1885) should have William as first name, 
in place of the initial C. 

Also, in 1890, Albert Cooper trained Burling- 
ton, not B. Reilly, as you list it, and in 1899 S. C. 
Hildreth trained Jean Bereaud, not E. Feakes. 
Altogether Mr. Hildreth trained seven winners 
of the Belmont Stakes, which places him second 
to James Rowe. 

I have noted one other thing regarding the Ken- 
tucky Derby, that on July 7, 1883, according to 
the Spirit of the Times, William Cottrill sold his 
colt Buchanan to S. S. Brown for $6,000, but 
when Buchanan won the 1884 Kentucky Derby

William Cottrill was still listed as the owner. 
Could you let me know if this was a gentleman’s 
agreement to let Mr. Cottrill still be listed as the 
owner of the colt when M. Brown was the actual 
owner? (Don’t know. Buchanan raced in name 
of W. Cottrill until he broke his maiden in Derby, 
after that raced for Cottrill and Co.—Eb. 

I have taken most of the foregoing information 
from the old-time Turf publications the Spirit of 
the Times and Turf, Field and Farm.

Hampden was unraced at two, so there was no 
speculation last fall as to his potentiality as a 3- 
year-old, but as soon as he made his debut at 
Santa Anita Park on January 10, he was cata- 
logued as a bright prospect for the classics. In 
his first start he carried 110 pounds over seven 
furlongs in 1:2244, which was four-fifths of a 
second slower than the world record, and in his 
second start he engaged Galla Damion, Air Rate, 
and other more seasoned horses in the San Felipe 
Stakes, in which he finished second to Galla Dam- 
ion after leading the way for the greater part of 
the six-furlong race.

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again until April 6, at Jamaica, when he won a 
5%4-furlong overnight race by ten lengths. Hig 
next start was in the 146-mile Wood Memorial 
in which he and Marine Victory, another *Heli- 
opolis colt, killed each other off by fighting for 
the lead. Assault came on to win, Hampden was 
second. 

Jockey Eddie Arcaro, who rode Hampden in 
the Wood, said the colt hadn’t run a bad race. “He 
had a world of early speed, and he will improve.” 

An improvement was recorded in the Chesa- 
peake Stakes, in which Hampden for the first 
time was racing on a heavy track, and in which 
for the first time he was not sent to the front at 
once. Arcaro rated him in fourth position until 
he was running down the back stretch, then let 
him move to the top, which he did easily, estab- 
lishing a lead of from twelve to fifteen lengths to 
the head of the stretch. He coasted from there, 
won by six lengths over Natchez. 

In the beaten field were five other nominees to 
one or more of the 3-year-old classics, though 
none of them was of the first flight. The official 
time of the Chesapeake was 1:53%, but the Daily 
Racing Form clocker made it 1:52%. In other 
races at 144¢ miles that day, older horses went 
in 1:5545 and 1:58. 

Eddie Arcaro and Ted Atkinson, who previously 
had ridden the colt, were signed by Maine Chance 
Farm for the Derby, and Johnny Longden, the 
other rider who was acquainted with Hampden, 
was to ride Spy Song on May 4, so the Foxcatcher 
stable engaged Job Dean Jessop, who rode more 
winners than any other jockey in 1945, to pilot 
him in the 1%4-mile test. 

Because of his illness last winter, Hampden 
did not start in the Santa Anita Derby or the 
Santa Anita Handicap, for which he had been 
nominated. But he seemed fit to tackle the Ken- 
tucky Derby, the Preakness, and the Belmont 
Stakes.

Hampden was foaled April 17, 1943, at Cold- 
stream Stud, just outside of Lexington, and was 
purchased privately, along with his dam, by Dr. 
Eslie Asbury, owner of Forest Retreat Farm, Car- 
lisle, Ky., in the summer of that year. He was 
one of the first full crop of foals got by *Heli- 
opolis, but his sire had three foals from his first 
short season in the stud, and these, sold as year- 
lings, had made a good showing in the Meadow 
Brook sales before the purchase of Hampden and 
his dam was consummated. In 1944 Hampden was 
one of the excellent consignment (including Re- 
voked and Aladear) which Dr. Asbury sent to the 
sales at Keeneland.

The Blue Grass Stakes twice has produced 
Derby winners—Bubbling Over in 1926 and Shut 
Out in 1942—and there was a general impression 
that this year’s victor, Lord Boswell, would be 
running strongly at the finish of the 1%4-mile test 
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at Churchill Downs on May 4. Though he won 
over Pellicle only by a neck, Lord Boswell showed 
so much speed and drive in the last hundred yards 
of the Blue Grass Stakes as to give the impres- 
sion that the extra furlong of the Derby would 
easily be within his capacity. 

There was nothing surprising about the Maine 
Chance Farm colt’s victory. He showed last 
year that he possessed much class, and such astute 
handicappers as John B. Campbell and Charles 
McLennan had termed him the “2-year-old most 
likely to succeed” at three. But he was making 
his first start since last November, and was com- 
peting against Pellicle, Plumper, Bob Murphy, 
In Earnest, and others which had been racing 
through the winter. 


Skillful training by James Smith, son of “Silent 
Tom” Smith, and a bold finish by Jockey Eddie 
Arearo, who had flown to Keeneland for the race, 
made Lord Boswell’s first start of 1946 a winning 
one, and underscored- that Maine Chance was 
holding a strong hand for the Derby. 

The surprise of the race was provided by 
Plumper, a non-Derby eligible which went out to 
make the pace, stood off Colony Boy on the back 
stretch, held his advantage until the field had 
straightened out in the home stretch. Pellicle, 
the Louisiana Derby winner and Plumper’s stable- 
mate, then took over as Lord Boswell lay fifth, 
about seven lengths behind the leader. Arcaro 
moved Lord Boswell to the outside, and when it 
became apparent that only strenuous riding would 
enable his mount to win, he applied the pressure

His 
winning margin was only a neck, but he won go- 
ing away and apparently had plenty left. 

Arcaro had understood that Mrs. Graham did 
not wish him to use the whip, but had found his 
mount unwilling to give his best, and near the 
end he “let him have it.” Lord Boswell is a good 
colt, he said, but “you have to dig into him.” 


Calumet Farm’s In Earnest, that stable’s main 
Derby reliance, ran evenly to be third.

The eight runnings of the one-mile Derby Trial 
prior to this spring settled nothing so far as the 
Derby itself was concerned because none of the 
Trial victors was able to score on the following 
Saturday, while three hprses which finished sec- 
ond in the Trial ended in the Derby winner’s cir- 
cle. But it is doubtful if any edition of the Trial 
created as much confusion in the minds of ob- 
servers as the ninth running on April 30. 

The defeat of Spy Song in the last few jumps, 
and the circumstances leading to it; the victory 
of Rippey, which had been one of the least-known 
Derby quantities prior to the Trial; the disap- 
pointing or unrevealing performances of Assault, 
Marine Victory, Wee Admiral, In Earnest and 
others with Derby followings, combined to make 
the race seem more inconclusive than usual. And 
aside from the performances of the horses in the 
Trial, the absence from it of Lord Boswell, Knock- 
down, Hampden, Perfect Bahram and other Derby 
prospects tended to muddy, the Derby form even 
more. 

The surprise ending came when Johnny Long- 
den, on Spy Song, struck his mount with the whip 
in an effort to rouse him against Rippey, which 
was lapped on him by half a length in the last 
few yards of the race. The Balladier colt threw 
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back his head and attempted to pull himself up, 
lost enough ground to permit the Helis entry to 
win by a neck. After the race, Longden said he 
had struck Spy Song only once, but reporters who 
watched the race thought he had hit the colt 
earlier in the stretch drive. z 

Spy Song had taken the lead as soon as the 
starting gate opened, was rated in front of Rip- 
pey, which stayed about a length behind until he 
began moving up on the Dixiana entry in the 
stretch. In contrast to Spy Song’s response to 
the whip, Rippey dug into the muddy track when 
Zufelt hit him, was straining to catch the Dixiana 
colt when the latter made his startling move. 

The Derby Trial was the third race of Rippey’s 
career, and made his record stand at two firsts 
and a second. He had won a six-furlong race at 
Tropical Park and had finished second to Plumper 
at 1%6 miles at Keeneland in his other starts. 
The Helis colt was getting eight pounds from 
Spy Song in the Trial. For Spy Song, one of 
the outstanding 2-year-olds of last season, the 
Trial was the second start of 1946. He had won 
a six-furlong allowance race at Keeneland over 
High Shine, a Calumet Farm Derby nominee (op- 
erated on last week for his “wind’’), in his other 
effort this year. 

Third in the Trial, and four lengths behind 
Spy Song, was the Brolite Farm’s With Pleasure, 
which was away slowly, moved to third at the 
quarter and remained there, but could not gain 
on Rippey and Spy Song. Assault, winner of the 
six-furlong Experimental Handicap and the Wood 
Memorial, was fourth most of the way under a 
hand-ride. Alamond, winner of the 14.6-mile Ex- 
perimental, was fifth, eight lengths behind As- 
sault. The others were strung along the track, 
Menever finishing about 40 lengths behind the 
winner.

Spy Song, a temperamental colt, exceptionally 
fast, posed a problem in horsemanship to Long- 
den, slated to ride him in the Derby. The son of 
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Mata Hari, herself a fast, hot-tempered mare, has 
been ridden for the most part by Jockey Steve 
Brooks, the Dixiana contract rider, who was 
switched in favor of Longden for the Derby. Fer- 
ril Zufelt, who rode Rippey in the Trial and is to 
ride him again in the Derby, won the Trial on 
Broadcloth in 1944, surrendered the mount to 
George Woolf in the Derby. 

Rippey, foaled January 23, 1943, at Mrs. R. A. 
Van Clief’s Nydrie Stud, in Virginia, was bought 
by William Helis at the Meadow Brook Sales in 
1944 for $12,000. He was the highest-priced of 
five Pompey yearlings sold in 1944. In three 
starts, all this year, he has won two races, fin- 
ished second once, earned $12,075.

Auctions and Taxes 


The state of the yearling market in France, as 
reported by Faraway in Horse and Hound (Lon- 
don) : 


I must here mention that the Government has 
already struck a blow at the breeding industry 
by raising the tax on sales of yearlings by auction 
to such an extent that at a recent sale at the Tat- 
tersall Francais breeders and owners got together. 

The animals were not passed through the ring 
and business was conducted privately on the prem- 
ises, with good results, nearly all being disposed 
of. In consequence the State received nothing in 
the way of tax. 

After the lads’ strike haut summer owners be- 

“came very wary, and at the sales of yearlings in 

September at Cheri’s and Tattersall business was 
very poor. A few more such sales would inevi- 
tably put many breeders out of business unless 
foreign buyers are allowed to purchase and ex- 
port normally. 

At the two auction yards 339 were catalogued. 
Of these only 252 passed through the two rings, 
and English owners and breeders, with the mem- 
ory of Newmarket in their minds, will no doubt 
gasp to Jearn that only one hundred changed 
hands, including those sold privately after failing 
to reach their reserve. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Owners were completely apathetic. The total 
for the hundred thus disposed of was frs: 15,120, 
000, an average of roughly 300 guineas apiece, 
The sexes were about equally divided, 51 colts to 
49 fillies.

Hurdle meetings usually 
are held at Nice, Cannes, and Pau, on three beau- 
tiful race courses—Var, andelieu, and Pont- 
Long. Trainers generally like to send their horses 
to these meetings to have them fit as soon as rac- 
ing is resumed at Paris. 

This year, as in the past few seasons, Nice and 
Cannes were closed, but there was a successful 
meeting at Pau. La Grande Course de Haies 
(Great Hurdle Race) at Pau was won by Cara- 
binier, owned by M. Guichon, and old Walk By, 
owned by the Comte de Talhouet-Roy, won le 
Prix d’Aspe and the Grand Prix de Pau, the main 
steeplechases of the meeting. The steeplechaser 
Muscine, a good horse but an erratic jumper, was 
back on his favorite track and ran beautifully to 
win the Prix Edgard Lejeune and finish second 
in the Grand Prix. Lord Derby’s Cairo and Lady 
Granard’s Septieme Ciel, whose records on the 
flat had been very moderate, made promising 
starts at the hurdles. 

The French people are very fond of steeple- 
chasing and it was with the greatest enthusiasm

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that they welcomed the opening of Enghien and 
Auteuil, the two Paris tracks which specialize in 
jumping races. Up to this time, Ivyberry, be- 
longing to M. Foucher, has been one of the more 
successful horses. Ivyberry is by Ivanoe, a 
state-owned stallion which in his debut as a 3- 
year-old won two good races, the Prix Juigne and 
the Prix Greffulhe, in 1928. 

Ivyberry w6n with ease two of the best races of 
this spring, the Prix Robert de Clermont-Ton- 
nere and the Prix Murat. In the latter race he 
beat Fortina, which is likely to be a successful 
steeplechaser. Fortina belongs to M. Ernest 
Masurel. 

Another performer has been Gaucho, by Pin- 
ceau. Gaucho had been beaten last year only by 
the famous Boum, which headed the list of hurdle 
winners in 1945 with éarnings of 2,420,600 francs, 
Gaucho fell in his only start this spring. Among 
the 4-year-old jumpers we will underscore Meli- 
Melo, Les Malecots, and Sans Malice, which we 
are certain to mention later on this year. Amor, 
one of the best in this division, has not run yet, 
and Oliza, one of the outstanding prospects, fell 
in his only race. 

I shall not leave the topic of steeplechasing 
without remarking that all French sportsmen are 
following with the deepest interest our hor'ses 
which are training for the Grand National at 
Liverpool. Symbole, by Ptolemy, is one of the 
best steeplechasers in France. He won the Grand 
Steeplechase de Paris in 1942. Jalgreya has been 
jumping successfully since 1939 and seems to 
have regained the form of his youth, but the dis- 
tance of the Grand National may be too much for 
him; he has been running badly for the last few 
weeks and may be scratched. Kami, by Bonny 
Boy, is a very brilliant jumper. As regards Kar- 
gal, a son of Barnevelt, which won the Grand 
Prix de Paris and sired Pont L’Eveque, winner 
of the Epsom Derby in 1940, he is a great steeple- 
chaser. He won the Grand Steeplechase de Paris 
in 1943 and was second in the same race in 1944. 
On*March 17 he fell at Auteuil. (In the Grand 
National at Aintree he also fell.—Ed.) 

The good-class flat racers Cocasse and Brazza 
have started very brilliantly in the hurdles, but 
they probably will have to surrender to the glori- 
ous older horses. The best of the veterans, no 
doubt, is Vatelys, belonging to M. William Head. 
Vatelys won La Grande Course de Haies de Prin- 
temps and beat Houdon, one of the best hurdle 
specialists. Both these horses would have been 
challenged strongly by Derio if he had not fallen 
at one of the last hurdles, breaking his shoulder. 
He had to be destroyed. Among the youngsters 
which have not started yet is the champion Ker- 
lor, but his rival Le Paillon won easily. 


The Opening was Delayed 


LAT races were to resume on March 1, but 

cold weather and a heavy fall of snow delayed 

the opening by two weeks, consequently there is 

little to be said on this point. Anyhow, the main 

events will not begin until the reopening of Long- 
champs on April 7. 

Among the flat races which-have been run, Le 
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Prix Lagrange, at 2,000 meters, a semi-classic for 
g-year-old colts and fillies bred in France, was 
won by Adrar, belonging to M. J. Champion. This 
colt had made his first start last year in the 
Grand Criterium, the main race for 2-year-olds, 
and ran well in his next two races. His win this 
year was his first victory. His sire is Lied, who 
looks like a very promising stallion and is a half- 
brother to Le Pacha, the champion of 1941. Both 
are out of Advertencia. Adrar’s dam, Amadine, 
already had produced Cocasse, whom we have 
mentioned as being a good prospective hurdler. 

Le Prix Edmond Blane, at 1,500 meters, for 
3-year-olds and older horses, was won by the 3- 
year-old Sayani, who scored easily by three 
lengths. Sayani was one of the best 2-year-olds 
of 1945 and was rated fifth in the Optional Handi- 
cap, the equivalent of the Experimental Handicap 
in America. He won three races and was second 
three times in six starts. He is a son of Fair 
Copy, Lord Derby’s stallion, who has produced 
some good winners since he has been standing in 
France. At present Fair Copy is at the Fitz- 
James Stud, managed by Count R. de Beauregard. 

One of the main races already run is the Prix 
Brisecoeur, for 4-year-olds and upward. The 
ground was very heavy, which aided the victory 
of Seer, a 6-year-old. Seer is by Clairvoyant, the 
best horse of 1937, who disappeared during the 
fighting of 1940. Chanteur also ran in the Prix 
Brisecoeur. He was one of the best 3-year-olds of 
1945, but he bolted into the rail and was out of 
the race. 

Since the present season is just starting, it 
would be interesting to have an account of the 
divisional leaders of 1945. 


Nirgal Heads the List 


S regards the current 3-year-olds who will 
run in the great classics, Nirgal, by Goya, 
seems to be a crack. M. Boussac’s colt won each 
of his five starts, including Le Prix Robert Papin, 
le Prix Morny, and le Grand Criterium, the three 
leading races for 2-year-olds. This big and strong 
colt is inbred to Sardanapale in the third gener- 
ation and seems to have a great future. He is to 
represent France in the Epsom Derby. 

Goyama, by Goya—Devineress, by Finglas, also 
belonging to M. Boussac, is rated the second-best 
of the 3-year-olds. At two he won three races 
and finished second to Nirgal in the Prix Morny. 
He ran one bad race, as a result of an accident, 
and is very fast, but because of his inbreeding to 
Bruleur, he should be a stayer. 

Another potentially good 3-year-old is Prince 
Chevalier, by Prince Rose (sire of *Princequillo) 
out of Chevalerie, by Abbot’d Speed. He belongs 
to M. Boyriven. Last year he was second to Nir- 
gal in the Grand Criterium and’ afterwards he 
won the Prix de Conde, at 2,000 meters, proving 
he could stay. 

We have already spoken of Sayani as winning 
Le Prix Edmond Blanc this spring, so we will 
mention Tourmente, a filly by Tourbillon out of 
Terpsichore, the dam of the flyer Tango. Tour- 
mente, owned by M. Ternynck, was injured in the 
Grand Criterium last year and could not give her 
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full measure. Before that she had been beaten 
only by Nirgal, in the Prix Robert Papin, and 
had won her five other races in a canter. 

Many other 3-year-olds could be discussed, but 
we have dealt only with the best. 


Caracalla and Basileus 


HE crop of 1942 was not, on the whole, of a 

very high standard, but the future will tell us 
what to expect of Mistral, Coaraze, Chanteur, etc. 
But we can trustfully wait for the records of 
Caracalla and Basileus. Caracalla, owned by M. 
Boussae, is a splendid horse. He did not race at 
two, and at three he won without fighting in his 
only four starts: the Prix Bay Middleton, Prix 
Reiset, Grand Prix de Paris, and the Prix Royal 
Oak. He showed particular ability as a stayer 
and should prove his great class in the Ascot Gold 
Cup. M. Boussac, who in the last 25 years has 
had so many good horses, considers Caracalla to 
be a crack, which means a lot. 

Basileus, by Victrix-*Barberybush, belongs to 
M. Jean Couterié (which is to say that he belongs 
to the Widener Estate). He is a splendid horse, 
and was the most “classical” of his generation. 
He often was only placed, but he won two mag- 
nificent races in the Grand Prix de Deauville and 
the Prix du Conseil Municipal. He has a wonder- 
ful pedigree, full of Chouberski, Omnium II, 
Perth, and Le Sancy, and one must expect to see 
him again in the first rank this year. 


Ardan and Priam 


HE crack Pharis had only one stud season in 

France before being taken to Germany in 1940, 
and now we must wait before seeing more foals 
by this illustrious sire, now back again in his own 
country. His sons Ardan and Priam, both 5-year- 
olds, undoubtedly will continue to show the su- 
periority they displayed from the start. It is still 
argued as to which is the better, which of course is 
rather” academic since they both belong to M. 
Boussac. We will say that Priam is more brilliant, 
but with less means, and that Ardan is, more seri- 
ous, complete, and courageous. 

Ardan has really been beaten only once each 
year. At two he was beaten by Sampiero in the

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Prix Morny; at three by Samaritain and Brazza 
in the Prix Royal Oak (two heads), and at four 
by Nikellora in the Prix de la Arc de Triomphe. 
Indeed I do not call it a defeat to be second to 
Priam, ridden by the first jockey of the stable; 
nor is it disgraceful to be disqualified in the 
Grand Prix de Paris after leading from start to 
finish and covering the 3,000 meters in 3:05%. 
Against these three defeats he has 13 wins, in- 
cluding some of the biggest races of the French 
Turf, and has earned over 7,000,000 francs. 

Ardan is an extraordinary horse. He starts in 
the lead, is often challenged in the stretch, fights 
with ferocious energy, and generally wins. One 
must hope that in the present year he will meet 
some fortign champions. I point out to Amer- 
ican readers that through his grandam, Helene 
de Troie, he is related to *La Troienne, and hence 
to Black Helen, Bimelech, and Busher. 

If Priam’s record is less rich in brilliant wins, 
it is no doubt due to a long illness that kept him 
away from the races for several months at the 
beginning of his 3-year-old campaign, and al- 
lowed Ardan to be the champion of his age. In 
14 starts he has won eight races and been second 
four times (once to Ardan in the Grand Prix de 
Saint Cloud, which nearly equals a victory). Last 
October he crossed the Channel to compete in the 
Champion Stakes, and after much inconvenience 
while traveling, he nearly dead-heated with Court 
Martial, the fastest horse in England. One can 
say that Priam is of international class. 


Marsyas and Micipsa 


O be complete, we must speak of two 6-year- 

olds. They are Marsyas, by Trimdon-Astron- 
omie, and Misipsa, a son of Tourbillon, the best 
stallion in France. Marsyas was the best 4-year- 
old of 1944 and was around after the others had 
disappeared from the racing scene. He proved 
himself one of the best of our stayers in many 
years by winning the Prix Gladiateur, at 6,200 
meters, by 15 lengths. He only ran twice at five, 
and won both times. 

His staying ability is explained through his 
sire Trimdon, an English horse who won the 
Ascot Gold Cup twice, but we must not forget the 
influence of his dam, Astronomie, who also foaled 
Caracalla. These two half-brothers must collect 
many laurels at long distances. 

Micipsa, although he often was only placed, at 
least twice seemed to have been taken back so that 
his stablemate Ardan might win. 


This short review will permit the reader to be 
. familiar with some of the more prominent horses 
when results come in from the big races of 1946. 
It will be noted that the two best 3-year-olds, the 
best 4-year-old, the two best 5-year-olds, and the 
two best 6-year-olds are owned by M. Boussac. 
There is nothing in this to be regretful about as 
their owner always very gallantly accepts compe- 
tition with foreign champions.
